BECO«0 OF MULLINS, THE LEADER 


Although a M«r« Boy Hi* Hands Han 


Oftam BMB Steeped in Blood -Fatal En 
counter Between White Striker* and Im. 
ported Negroes at the Oregon Improve- 
ment Company's Mines— Fight on the 
Soot of » Tenement Building. 
WHKESJKO, W* Va., June 25.— Harvej 


Mnllins, the leader ot the notorious Mul 
line gang of moonshiners, who have beett 
making whisky and committing murder* 
and other crimes in McDowell county foi 
•ereral years, has been arrested, togetbei 
with File Cooper, one of the gang. Foi 
years illicit distilling has been conducted 
in Mollins mountain, and the gang, num- 
boring about twenty-five, all of the most 
desperate characters have been enabled to 
elude arrest, although several posse ol 
officers have attempted to get them. In 
every case the officers have been doiven 
back at the muzzle of Winchesters. Nu- 
merous cold-blooded murders have been 
committed in the vicinity, all attributed 
to this gang, and eight of their number 
are now under indictment for murder. 


Is but • Mere Boy. 


Mullins himself is said to have killed 


five men, although a mere boy, and is un- 
der indictment for murder both in West 
Virginia and Virginia. He is also under 
indictment in both states for mocnshin- 
ing and hitfcapture is one of the most im- 
portant as well as one of the most daring 
pieces of work on the part of officers in 
recent years. Last f sIF a desperate at- 
tempt was made to capture the gang by 
United States marshals, but they were re 
pulsed after a" sharp fight, in which the 
marshals, had several horses tilled and 
gome of the men narrowly escaped with 
their lives. A short time later a man 
named Cox was shot and killed by the 
gang while riding along the road, he hav- 
ing bean mistaken for a marshal. 


Mnlllns Attempted to Shoot. 


The day after Mullins' capture two men 


riding along the road near where the cap- 
ture was made were fired on from th« 
woods by Hnllins' gang, but escaped. It 
is supposed they also were taken foi 
depnty marshals. Mullins' capture was 
made by Depnty Internal ' Revenue Col- 
lector N. T. Keadle, who took a posse ot 
men with the determination of breaking 
op the gang. Mnllins attempted to shoot 
when told to surrender, but was knocked 
down with a clubbed rifle and handcuffed. 
Cooper surrendered when he found he was 
covered by rifles. 


FOUR 
PERSONS KILLED. 


Conflict Between Imported Negro*! and 


White Striker*. 


SBATTLZ, Wash,, June 29.— The threat 


of the Oregon Improvement company to 
put negroes in its mines at New Castli 
in place of the striking white men was 
carried out Suncfey. At 5 o'clock in the 
morning the company'sent a speciaftrain 
into New Castle with eighty black men 
from its franklin mine and had them 
guarded by fifteen Sullivan men. The 
white strikers at Franklin, angered at 
the action of the Oregon Improvement 
company in taking negroes to the New 
Castl* mines, started to clean out the 
negro camp Sunday night. In the scrim- 
mag* four persons were killed.

A California Town in Great Danger ot 


Destrnction. 


SAN FBASCISCO, June 29.—A curious 


phenomenon is reported from Indio, on 
the Colorado desert. Not long since the 
Southern Pacific railroad sank an artesian 
well at Indio at great expense. It yielded 
a good supply ot water until Saturday 
morning, 5^leu 
the flow suddenly in- 


creased, 
-^flut the name-time a slender 


stream of water began isstiing\from the 
ground at New Liverpool salt mines, four 
miles from Salton. The mine is now ap- 
parently threatened with destruction, as 
in the afternoon at S o'clock water had 
covered the ground around the mine to a 
depth of one foot. The question is what 
to do to prevent inundation^ Salton is 
the lowest spot in the Colorado desert, be- 
ing seventy feet below sea level. 


A Hot Day in California.

Autobiography of the Famous 


General in Press. f

A Work Written Partly to Correct Wrongs 


X>one to Himself—The "Glittering; Gen- 
erality" of Equality—^Something; About 
the Grim Old Soldier's Boyhood—His 
Wife's Devotion—How He Won the 
Ten-Hour Fight, and His Action in the 
Charleston Convention. 
BOSTON, June 29.—The autobiography oi 


General Benjamin F, Butler is now in 
press in this city. Its title will be "But- 
ler'* Book," and the unique personality oi 
its writer is stamped all over it—from 
preface to the back cover. It is dedicated 
by. the general "To the good and brave 
soldiers of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic." In the preface he says: "Havinglived 
through and taken part in a war the great- 
eat of the Century * .* « I have been 
very frequently called upon by those who 
are in their relations to me personal 
friends, and to whom I am endeared by 
lifelong kindnesses, to give what knowl- 
edge I have of the course of conduct in the 
action of national politics, and the causes 
which led up to so great results. * * * 


^. Personal Wrongs Corrected. 


"I desire to correct much of wrong done 


to myself by a prejudiced misrepresents 
tionof facts and circumstances as to my 
own acts in the service of the country, es- 
pecially in connection with the conduct of 
its' .armies. Therefore I have thought it 
but just to myself and posterity that the 
true facts as I know them should be 
brought out." Of "Butler's Book" there 
will be two translations, one into the 
French and the other into the German 
language. The German edition is dedi- 
cated with siccerest respect to the memory 
of. General the Field Marshal von Moltke 
bf the author. The French translation is 
dedicated to F. Sadi-Carnot, president of 
thi) French republic. 
'' "All Men Are Created Equal." 
The' first chapter gives attention to 
"blood" and breeding. 
"The political 


ays(em of this country," the general says, 
"is founded npon what Rufua Choate once 
termed a flittering generality, contained 
in the Declaration ot Independence that 
'all men are created equal.' This is a 
truth as applied to political rights, im- 
munities and burdens, but an utter ab- 
snipity so far as it is made to describe 
othfer relations of people." Then he goes on 
to argue much as a doctor that in termar- 
ris^e develops weak intellect. 


< 
He Wu Like Other Boys. 


General Butler has something very in- 
teresting to say of hia early life and educa- 
tion in the country school that he at- 
tended, where he learned to read with 
very little difficulty. 
"I remained at 


home," he says in his story of this experi- 
ence, "during the autumn, and then it was 
that our shteraaker gave me the book of 
all books for a boy—'Robinson Crusoe.' 
The questior was not whether I wanted to 
-read it, but whether 1 could be kept from 
reading it, so as to do the little matters 
that I ought to 'do, and was able to do. 
called in Ne>v Hampshire nomenclature— 
chores. 
My mother, laying aside her 


labors, which were quite necessary for our 
support, taught and explained tUe book to 
me with great pains." 


\Vas Intended for a Minister. 


He then tells of his religious training. 


When n boy '.ie knew the four gospels by I 
heart, not ercepting the whole of the first > 
chapter of Matthew. Butler was intended 
by his parents for a Calviuist Baptist min- j 
ister. When in college, under a penalty of i 
a forfeit of 10 cents for eachoffense, he was 
obliged to attend morning prayer eachj 
day and church twice on Sunday. He re- j 
belled at this, because he did not believe j 
the theory of Calvinism, and finally ha ; 
drew up n petition to the faculty to be ex-' 
excused from attendance upon prayers, j 
He came near to being expelled for this j 
act. 


MARRIAGE OF THE 
AUTHOR. 


A Tribute to His Wife—His Early Polit- 


ical Life—Vote for Jeff Davis. 


Butler tells how he won his wife, which . 


was in the good old way principally. To j 
her a> a wife he pays the most touching i 
and noble tributes. He says: "My wife, I 
with a devotion quite unparalleled, gave i 
me her support by accompanying me, at J 
my earnest wish, in every expedition in j 
the war of the rebellion, and made for me 
a home wherever I was stationed in com- 
mand. Returning home with me, after I - 
retired to civil and political life, Mrs. But- 
ler remained the same good adviser, edu-! 
eating and guiding her children during : 
their young lives with such skill"'<md sue- j 
cess that neither of them ever did an act' 
which caused me serious sorrow or gave j 
me the least anxiety on their behalf. She j 
made my borne and family as happy as we 
could be." 


His Fight for Ten Hours. 


After a pathetic reference to the death 


of his best beloved son, Ben Israel Butler, 
the general tells of hia early political and 
legal life in Lowell, and the story of the 
ten-hour agitation in that city. He had 
spent his boyhood with the working peo- 
ple, and his successful crusade against the 
fourteen-hour day then in vogue was the 
outcome of his Intimate knowledge of 
their wants. At one time when ten-hour men 
were candidates for the legislature this 
placard was posted on a mill gate in Lowell: 
"Whoever employed by this corporation 
votes the Ben Butler ten-hour ticket on 
Monday next will be discharge." 


Something of an Anarchist. 


Butler immediately called a public 


meeting, and when he reached the hall he 
found so many people assembled that he 
had to be rolled over the heads of the audi- 
ence to tie platform. He made a power- 
ful address, the story of the dramatic con- 
clusion to which he tells himself: "And 
then my voice rang out, as it can do on 
occasions: 'Vou are stronger then they, 
yon have your right arms and your 
torches, and by them w* will blot out this 
accursed outraged. As God lives and !' 
live, by the living Jehovah, if one man is 
driven from his employment by these men 
because of h!.s vo^j, I will lead yon to 
make Lowell what it was twenty-five 
years ago—a sheep pasture and a fishing 
place; and I will commence by applying, 
the torch to my own house. Let them 
come on; as we are not the aggressors we 
seek not this awful contest.' " 


In one of the chapters of his book Butler 


defends his action in voting for Jeff Davis 
in the famous convention at Charleston 
in 1880. He says: "I voted for 
him 


fifty-seven times in convention. 
Near 


the beginning one of Douglas' friend* came 
acres* the had to our delegation, and laid: 
'Who here i* vottng for Jeff D»vi»> A vote 


for Douglass which will give him a major- 
ity is worth $35,000,' I said to him: 'Sir, 
it takes two of us here to carry a vote, as 
you know. Here is my colleague in vot- 
ing, Mr. Chapin; he is worth a couple of 
millions or more. Perhaps you can prevail 
npon him, if you would like to try.'" 


Estimate of American Lawyers. 


General Butler gives his opinion of the 


three greatest American lawyers, and hfl 
places at the head the name of Jeremiah 
Mason, Webster and Choate he gives 
next, and he tells this new story. "Dan- 
iel Webster was once asked whom he con- 
sidered the greatest lawyer of the United 
States. 
He answered: 'I should, of 


course, say John Marshall; but if you 
should take me by the throat and run me 
back-into a corner and demand, * '"Now. 
Webster, upon your honor, who is th« 
greatest lawyer?" I should, have to say 
Jeremiah Mason.'"
